Two-Year Term Plenty For 
State Representatives 



At a time when Kentuckians 
have no faith in their state of- 
ficials, now is not the time to 
give our leaders more power 
and more time in office. 

But that’s exactly what one 
state legislator is proposing for 
the upcoming session of the 
General Assembly. 

Rep. Adrian Arnold wants a 
constitutional amendment 
placed on the ballot next year 
asking voters whether state 
representatives’ terms should 
be extended from two years to 
four. 

Under Kentucky’s legisla- 
tive system, state senators 
serve two- year terms. Our 
forefathers obviously had a 
reason for giving the legisla- 
tors different terms. Maybe it 
was to ensure that citizens 
would have the best shot at 
good representation by limit- 
ing the terms of members in the 
lower chamber, thereby guar- 
anteeing a consistent shift in 
leadership. 

Arnold probably proposed 
the amendment on the belief 
that a two- year term is not a 
sufficient amount of time for 
representatives to do their job. 
While that argument might

FRANKFORT — In contrast to 
the public uproar and lawsuits 
when then-Gov. Paul Patton bal- 
anced the state Medicaid budget 
by cutting thousands of Kentuck- 
ians off the program of health care 
for low-income adults and chil- 
dren, Gov. Ernie Fletcher’s 
administration’s plan to balance 
the Medicaid budget will be 
greeted by resigned acceptance of 
the inevitable by those most af- 
fected. 

Patton ultimately was forced to 
rescind his budget-balancing cuts 
by court order, and he found the 
money elsewhere to continue the 
program. 

That’s not an option for 
Fletcher. The Medicaid deficit this 
fiscal year is projected to be $425 
million. Since about 70 percent of 
Medicaid funds come from Wash- 
ington, Fletcher would have to 
find something like $130 million 
in state funds through June 30 to 
keep the program operating as it 
has been. That would effectively 
erase the surplus revenues ex- 
pected this year. 

So state Medicaid officials 
have been working for months on 
how to cut health-care spending 
for about 700,000 Kentuckians 
served by the program. 

They began making those 
plans public a couple of weeks 
ago by announcing that Medicaid 
will no longer pay for non-emer- 
gency trips to hospital emergency 
rooms. The savings is expected to 
be substantial. And Medicaid will 
pay for only four prescriptions a 
month unless otherwise approved. 

Excessive use of emergency 
rooms and drug expenses repre- 
sent a major share of Medicaid 
costs every year. 

Last week more details of the 
administration’s plan were re- 
vealed, and they represent an 
overall reasonable way to cut 
spending without going to the ex- 
treme of putting old people out of 
their nursing home beds. 

If approved by the federal gov- 
ernment (and that’s virtually as-

have had some validity when 
the General Assembly only 
convened every other year, it 
doesn’t hold much muster now 
when legislators meet annu- 
ally, which gives two-year rep- 
resentatives plenty of time to 
learn the ropes and do some 
good for their constituents. If 
they are effective during that 
time, they shouldn’t have a 
problem getting re-elected; if 
they are ineffective, it’s time 
to give the job to someone else. 
In a state that doesn’t allow 
recall elections, two-year 
terms are the voters’ only way 
of getting rid of the bad eggs 
before it’s too late. 

If anything, perhaps the 
state constitution should be 
amended to reduce most offi- 
cials’ terms to two years in- 
stead of four. Right now, only 
state and U.S. representatives 
and members of city councils 
and commissions have the 
shorter terms, and it’s a system 
that seems to be working. 

With all the controversy in 
Frankfort and in the nation’s 
capitol, now is not the time to 
give leaders more time to 
screw up.

sured), basic health care plans 
will be developed for adults, chil- 
dren, the elderly and disabled. 

Most will have higher co-pay- 
ments for services, but no one 
would have out-of-pocket ex- 
penses of more than $450 a year. 

Many will fall under a single 
plan called “Global Choices” that 
encompasses most if not all the 
changes in the overall program. 

Of course, there will be those 
who find it difficult to carry even 
the $450-a-year maximum ex- 
pense, and it will be important 
that state Medicaid officials de- 
velop a means of making sure no 
one in truly desperate situations 
goes without needed care for lack 
of a co-payment or gives up a 
needed medication because of the 
monthly limit on what Medicaid 
will pay for. 

Those same officials who de- 
veloped the proposed Medicaid 
changes cannot sit back and take 
a vacation, however deserved it 
may be. 

There is no reason to believe 
that health-care costs for either 
Medicaid or private health care 
insurers are going to stay stagnant 
next year or the year after. In fact, 
the best bet around is that health- 
care costs continue rising annu- 
ally in double digits. 

For Kentucky, that means sev- 
eral hundred million dollars of 
new Medicaid expenses every 
year even with the changes being 
made this year. 

For a comparatively poor state 
with a large population eligible 
for Medicaid — a population that 
ranks among the least healthy 
overall in the nation — these 
kinds of Medicaid costs cannot go 
on indefinitely. Indeed the limit 
to the amount of state funds that 
can be devoted to Medicaid is 
reaching a maximum without di- 
verting tax money away from 
education and other necessary 
human service programs. 

And Kentucky is hardly alone 
in facing the stark reality of fi- 
nancing health care for its poor- 
est citizens. It’s a national crisis 
in the making, and the solution, 
in whatever form it takes, must 
be national in scope. 

That means Congress and the 
national administration — either 
the Bush administration or the 
one that follows it — must rec- 
ognize, and soon, that every de- 
lay in addressing the crisis of 
health care for the poor only adds 
to the difficulty in resolving the 
crisis — and the ultimate cost. 

Otherwise, it won’t be very 
long before a Kentucky governor 
is faced again with the decision 
to put sick people our of nursing 
homes, and that no one wants.

LRC’s Web site 
to have roll-call 
votes in 2006 

FRANKFORT — The Legis- 
lative Research Commission has 
approved a proposal to provide 
Kentucky citizens with online 
access to chamber roll calls, be- 
ginning with the 2006 legislative 
session. 

While Kentuckians have long 
had ready access to hard-copy roll 
calls through the House and Sen- 
ate Clerk’s Offices, the addition 
of online availability reflects a 
growing public desire for - and 
reliance on - Web-based sources 
of information, commission 
members said. 

The 16-member commission, 
made up of House and Senate 
leadership, directed LRC director 
Robert Sherman to prepare a roll 
call access system for the LRC 
Web site - www.lrc.ky.gov - to 
be launched when this winter’s 
session convenes Jan. 3. 

The proposal was approved on 
a recommendation from Senate 
President David L. Williams, R- 
Burkesville, and House Speaker 
Jody Richards, D-Bowling 
Green. Williams and Richards co- 
chair the LRC. 

In a memo to the commission, 
Williams and Richards noted the 
LRC Web site is already recog- 
nized as a comprehensive source 
for information on the General 
Assembly, including a complete 
electronic version of the daily 
Legislative Record, the full text 
of bills, resolutions and amend- 
ments from 1997 to the present, 
and other tools and resources to 
help Kentuckians follow the work 
of their Legislature and under- 
stand the legislative process. 

“The addition of the online 
public access to chamber roll call 
votes will offer citizens yet an- 
other valuable information re- 
source through the LRC Web 
site,” Williams and Richards said 
in their memo. 

Sherman said development of 
a prototype system for final ap- 
proval by the co-chairs would 
begin immediately, with a goal of 
“accuracy and simplicity.” 

“The citizens of Kentucky 
have made tremendous use of our 
Web site in recent years, in part 
because they’ve found it user- 
friendly and reliable,” Sherman 
said. “ The legislature is better for 
the increased citizen involvement 
this has encouraged, and posting 
roll calls online should foster that 
welcome trend.” 

Spay/Neuter Pgm. 
for cats and dogs 
$10 with voucher 

Beginning July 1, a new spay / 
neuter program for cats and dogs 
went into effect in Kentucky. The 
program, funded through a spe- 
cial fee collected by county clerks 
for sale or renewal of the special 
spay/neuter license plate, permits 
qualifying individuals to obtain a 
voucher to have a pet spayed or 
neutered by their veterinarian for 
a charge of only $10.00. 

To qualify for the program, 
applicants must have an income 
low enough to be eligible or be 
enrolled in one of the following 
programs: Food Stamps, Tempo- 
rary Assistance for Needy Fami- 
lies, SSI, SSD, or Medicare/Med- 
icaid. 

To receive a voucher, appli- 
cants must fill out an application 
obtainable locally at the West Lib- 
erty Veterinary Clinic, Animal 
Care Clinic, and at the County 
Judge Executive’s Office. Appli- 
cants must provide documenta- 
tion that proves need, such as tax 
returns, etc. 

The $10.00 co-pay charge for 
having an animal neutered or 
spayed is payable to the Spay/ 
Neuter Program. 

Both the West Liberty Veteri- 
nary Clinic and Animal Care 
Clinic will honor the vouchers.

In Ken- 
tucky we will be electing candi- 
dates for county offices, judge- 
ships, mayors, magistrates, city 
councils, Congress, state repre- 
sentatives, etc. So at this time 
would like to ask all candidates 
to respect our county. When put- 
ting up campaign signs, respect 
our utility workers. Trees, tele- 
phone and electric poles are not 
the place for signs, and it is un- 
safe for our fellow citizens who 
have to climb these poles to do 
repairs. Remember where you put 
your signs and when the elections 
is over, please go out and pick up 
all your signs. Help us keep our 
county clean. 

Question this week: Who is the 
government? 

Answer: Sometimes we tend 
to forget who the government is, 
and what their duties consist of. 
You, the citizens of the county, 
state, and nation, are the govern- 
ment. All elected officials work 
for you. However, sometimes af- 
ter an election, some officials for- 
get who they work for and only 
want to please a certain party or 
special interest group.

Sometimes I hear 
people say that they took an oath 
to support only a party. To my 
knowledge, there is no such oath. 
Following is the oath that we take. 

Constitutional Oath 

I do solemnly swear that I will 
support the Constitution of the 
United States of America, and the 
Constitution of this Common- 
wealth, and be faithful and true 
to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky as long as I continue a citi- 
zen thereof, and that I will faith- 
fully execute, to the best of my 
ability as ( office to which elected ) 
according to law; and I do fur- 
ther solemnly swear that since the 
adoption of the present Constitu- 
tion, I, being a citizen of this state, 
have not fought a duel with 
deadly weapons within this state, 
nor out of it, nor have I acted as 
a second in carrying a challenge, 
nor aided or assisted any persons 
thus offending, so help me God. 

We swear or affirm to this oath 
and nowhere does it speak of 
party or special interest groups. 

When we file for office as a 
candidate we have to sign a form 
that we will support the principles 
of our party. In rural America, I 
believe that most of us have the 
same principles; we do not lean 
too far to the left or the right. We 
believe in right and wrong and 
helping our fellowman.

A few days ago, when the 
temperature was about 80 de- 
grees, perfect “convertible 
weather”, I decided to take a trip 
to the Holderby Cemetery in 
Wolfe County where John and 
Elsy Wilson Nickell are buried. 
John was the first Nickell in this 
area, arriving sometime between 
1802 and 1810. (We became a 
county in 1823.) It had been over 
20 years smce I had been to the 
cemetery. I waited until late af- 
ternoon when the traffic had 
settled down, a good time to 
“cruise”, and decided to go by 
the way of Murphy Fork. 

One could travel all over the 
United States and not see any- 
thing as beautiful as Morgan 
County in the fall. As I passed 
through Index, I wondered what 
had become of the infamous bea- 
ver dam, hoping the beavers had 
found a more desirable place to 
live. Down the road, the Kenneth 
Whitt farm came into view. 
There was machinery at work in 
the bottoms and on both sides of 
the road, white fence enclosed 
rolls of hay and black cattle. It 
looked like a picture postcard. 
The old Kelly Nickell house is 
gone now. I hated to see it torn 
down because I had spent a lot 
of time with Uncle Kelly and 
Aunt Mary in that house. As a 
small boy I went with Uncle 
Kelly to milk, gather eggs, feed 
the hogs, swing on the big front 
porch swing, play in hay in the 
barn loft, and sleep in a huge 
feather bed upstairs. In the morn- 
ings I would watch Aunt Mary 
build a fire in her kitchen wood 
stove to prepare breakfast. I can 
understand the old house was 
beyond repair and wasn’t suit- 
able for today’s young family. 
The “replacement” house Ken- 
neth and Debbie Whitt built 
couldn’t have been designed bet- 
ter for the farm — it is perfect. 
This farm is one ofthe most sce- 
nic spots in the county. 

Next, I passed through Mize 
and it brought back memories of 
baseball games we played in the

This is written in response to 
the article in the November 3, 
2005, issue of the Licking Valley 
Courier entitled “Ordinance to 
ban skateboards in city gets first 
reading.” I completely agree that 
something should be done to keep 
these kids from skateboarding in 
the road, potentially causing harm 
to themselves or others. However, 
I do not agree with the solution 
that the West Liberty City Coun- 
cil has come up with. For those 
who did not read the above men- 
tioned article, the ban will simply 
not allow these kids to skateboard 
without getting written permis- 
sion from the property owner if 
they want to skateboard on pri- 
vate property and they must have 
it on their person at all times 
while skateboarding. Skateboards 
would not be allowed at all on 
public property and this would 
cause kids to have to pay a fine 
and have their skateboard confis- 
cated for losing a little slip of pa- 
per that said they were allowed to 
play there. This ban will very 
likely cause these kids to replace 
spending their time doing physi- 
cal activities with the stereotypi- 
cal activities of kids that age: TV 
and video games. 

An article posted at 
www.cspinet.org/nutritionpolicy 
entitled “Nutritional Integrity in 
Schools” tells that “USDA sur- 
veys have found that children 
ages 2 to 18 years consumed an 
average of 1 1 8 calories per day in 
1996 than they did in 1978. An 
extra 118 calories per day, if not 
compensated for through in- 
creased physical activity, trans- 
lates into an average of 12 pounds 
of weight gain per year.” 

As found at 

healthyamericans.org, the per- 
centage of high school students in 
Kentucky that are overweight is 
nearly 15%, which is almost 4% 
higher than the national average. 
Also, according to an obesity poll 
conducted by the Harvard School 
of Public Health in June of 2005 
(it can be found at 
www.hsph.harvard.edu/press/re- 
leases/blendon/ 
ObesityTopline.doc), 75% of the 
U.S. population suffers from ex- 
tremely or very serious obesity 
and 74% of children suffer from 
extremely or very serious Obe- 
sity. 

These are examples of how 
our nation, and evidently our state 
in particular, needs to become 
more active in the health of our 
children. The state has put into 
motion some laws to change what 
can be served in the lunchroom

and what can be sold in vending 
machines. Some schools, includ- 
ing MCHS, have pulled candy 
bars and other unhealthy food 
from the vending machines and 
replaced them with crackers and 
more nutritional alternatives. 

Unfortunately, change in diet 
alone will not greatly lessen the 
obesity in our community. We 
need to also promote a higher 
level of physical activity, get kids 
playing more outside where they 
can work up a sweat and burn 
calories. I have been told that this 
shouldn’t be a problem because 
we have a great athletic program 
in our schools. While this is true, 
some kids either are not interested 
in the sports offered by our school 
system or they choose not to par- 
ticipate for other reasons. Having 
attended Morgan County Middle 
School and Morgan County High 
School I know how competitive 
both these environments can be. 
Students who participate in sports 
who are of less than “star qual- 
ity” are often ridiculed and en- 
couraged by their peers to quit. 
This leaves many people with no 
exercise because they lack an ac- 
tivity that will provide that exer- 
cise and also appeal to their inter- 
ests. 

What some people may not see 
is that skateboarding is good ex- 
ercise and works some muscles 
that cannot be worked by walk- 
ing or daily activities. In “Skate- 
boarding a Surprisingly Fun Way 
to Get into Shape” (posted at 
www.RedOrbit.com), Janis 
Lowry, co-owner of a skate park, 
explains how she realized the 
benefits of skateboarding: 
“We’ve been watching a kid who 
never did anything but play video 
games before he started in-line 
skating, who has lost about 25 
pounds. A lot of kids who don’t 
get into the competitive sports 
find a place here, where they can 
compete with themselves.” Some 
kids whose only interests are 
skateboarding and video games 
will be forced into getting almost 
no physical exercise if the pro- 
posed ban is passed. 

The ban, as described in the 
Licking Valley Courier article, re- 
ally only leaves one place where 
skateboarding can be done: At 
home. Many of the kids this ban 
would affect live in apartments 
and the only place they could 
skateboard would be the parking 
lot — but, the ban would also dis- 
allow skateboarding there. Fur- 
thermore, of those few that do not 
live in an apartment and have 
some land of their own, even 
fewer have a paved surface to 
skateboard on. So with or with-

out realizing it, the West Liberty 
City Council’s proposed ban 
would eliminate the possibility 
skateboard at all, anywhere. This 
seems a little harsh and not quite 
fair. 

There are public places to play 
volleyball, and I know there were 
people who used to play in their 
front yards and accidently hit the 
ball out into the road until 
Treadway Park had a court to play 
on. It was this interest that prob- 
ably led to the court being built 
and giving people a safer place to 
play. 

Well, now that there is an in- 
terest in skateboarding, why not 
build a public place to for that 
sport? I have heard rumors of 
there being plans to build a skate 
park in Morgan County, but it will 
likely be quite a while before con- 
struction begins, let alone com- 
pleted. The best option I can see 
is to designate a place and time 
range where skateboarding will 
be allowed somewhere that is al- 
ready suitable for hosting such an 
activity until the skate park is 
completed (if there are in fact 
plans for one). Old Mill Park is 
an adequate place for skateboard- 
ing, but, it is often frequented by 
people using the paths for walk- 
ing. One solution for this is to, for 
example, allow skateboarding on 
the outer track on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays between the hours 
of 4:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This 
would allow people to walk at 
Old Mill Park as well as allowing 
the kids to skateboard, with the 
only downside being the slight 
change of having to walk on the 
inner track rather than having a 
choice between the two tracks. In 
addition to that, you can still use 
the same penalties suggested in 
the ordinance for skateboarding 
out of the designated area or not 
during the designated time. This 
will eliminate the “unreasonable 
danger” described in the pro- 
posed ordinance without elimi- 
nating the ability of the kids to 
participate in a physical activity 
that interests them. 

Whoever wrote the ordinance 
to ban skateboards displays a 
genuine care for the people of this 
community, but fails to realize 
that this ordinance may be a “two- 
edged sword” and could hurt 
people of this community as well 
as help them. I hope this is a bear- 
able compromise for all parties 
involved. I am just a concerned 
citizen, and I trust the judgment 
of the West Liberty City Council 
in matters of city government, but 
I wanted to bring this possible 
mistake to the council and the 
public’s attention before the origi- 
nal ordinance is adopted.

The Oldfield Farm 
Store is one of the largest and 
oldest businesses in the county. 
I remembered stopping at An- 
drew Oldfield’s store (when it 
was located across the road from 
the present store) about midnight 
when I was a teen-ager. I was 
with Parker May and his car was 
out of gas. (He was always out 
of gas!) Parker debated for a 
long, long, time whether to wake 
his Uncle Andrew and have him 
come to the store to get us some 
gas. Finally he made the decision 
to wake him. Mr. Oldfield was 
very gracious and came to our 
rescue. Speaking of Mize, how 
many readers can remember 
Mize, Ky. printed as one word on 
a barn with the Z backwards? 

As 1 turned on the Murphy 
Fork road, I stopped to look at 
what is probably the oldest 
house in Morgan County, the 
Miles Murphy log house. It is 
supposed to have been built in 
1833. Murphy Fork is one ofthe 
more picturesque areas in the 
county. As I drove slowly toward 
Wolfe County, admiring the 
farm land, houses and well kept 
lawns, the valley began to nar- 
row and I started up a hill that 
brought me into Wolfe County. 
Turning left on Rt. 1010 toward 
Hazel Green, I arrived at my des- 
tination, the Holderby Cemetery. 

The cemetery is well kept and 
looked much nicer than it did 
when I was there years ago with 
M. C. “Milt” Nickell. At the en- 
trance of the cemetery is a sign 
commemorating the discharge of 
troops from General Humphrey 
Marshall’s 5th Ky. Infantry in 
1862. At one time there were 
1 ,000 men in the 5th Infantry but 
after the retreat from Perryville 
and the discharge of those that 
had enlisted for one year there 
were only a few hundred men 
left to move on to Virginia. Some 
of the men later re-enlisted in the 
Confederate Cavalry.

Testing and Diabetes Control 

Keeping blood glucose at near-normal levels helps people with diabetes 
avoid long-term complications, which can affect the eyes, nerves and kidneys. 
Testing blood glucose lets you see how well your medications, eating plan 
and exercise routine are working to achieve this goal.

Self-Monitoring 

Self-monitoring using a blood glucose 
monitor should be performed each day, at 
scheduled times determined by your 
healthcare team. This test shows daily 
changes in blood glucose levels. Here’s how 
to get the most from your self-monitoring: 

• Know your monitor. Select a low-mainte- 
nance monitor that doesn’t require 
cleaning or complicated calibration. 

• Be sure to get an adequate blood drop, and 
avoid extreme temperatures while testing. 
Identify which conditions may cause inac- 
curate readings for your monitor. 

• Practice using your monitor with your 
doctor or pharmacist. If you don’t know 
which monitor to choose, ask your phar- 



macist. When you have questions, you’ll 
know where to find help! 

• Know what actions you’re supposed to 
take as a result of your blood glucose 
reading. 

• Enter your results in a logbook, or select 
a monitor that allows you to enter data 
electronically. Bring your log or monitor 
to your doctor’s appointments. 

If your blood glucose value is abnor- 
mally high or low, or you're experiencing 
symptoms of high or low blood sugar, call 
your doctor. 

Aic 

The Aic (formerly referred to as HbAic) 
test gives information about your blood 



glucose levels over the past 
three months, and is usually 
performed by a lab. It meas- 
ures the linking of glucose to 
red blood cells. The higher your 
average blood glucose, the 
higher your Aic. For people 
with diabetes, your value should be below 
7% to reduce your risk of complications. The 
American Diabetes Association recom- 
mends that you have an Aic test performed 
two to four times per year. 

Fructosamine 

This is a lab test that examines the link- 
ing of glucose to protein in the blood. It 
provides a two- to three-week overview of 
glucose control. Situations in which a fruc- 
tosamine test may be used include: when 
you’re changing diabetes regimens; during 
pregnancy, when varying hormone levels 
may affect insulin requirements; and when 
red blood cell levels are low, as this may 
cause an Aic test to be inaccurate.

KDFWR officers seize and 
euthanize three illegal elk 



LRANKLORT, Ky. - Ken- 
tucky Department of Lish and 
Wildlife Resources law enforce- 
ment officers seized three illegal 
elk Oct. 2 and cited a northern 
Kentucky man for violating the 
state’s deer and elk importation 
ban. 

Roy Lritz, 55, of Verona, faces 
three counts in Boone District 
Court on November 7 of possess- 
ing elk without the appropriate 
permits. Additional charges relat- 
ing to transporting elk into the 
state may follow as the investi- 
gation continues. 

“I don’t think he fully grasped 
the seriousness of bringing those 
animals into the state,” said 
KDLWR Lt. Bobby Newman. 
“He told us that he hoped to raise 
them for a while and then turn 
them loose.” 

A 2002 Governor’s Executive 
Order, intended to stop the rapid 
spread of Chronic Wasting Dis- 
ease (CWD) at the Kentucky state 
line, makes it illegal for any per- 
son to transport live deer or elk 
into Kentucky. 

CWD is a transmissible 
Spongiform Encephalopathy 
(TSE), the deer and elk equiva- 
lent of Mad Cow disease. The re- 
cent discovery of CWD in West 
Virginia and New York extends 
the disease’s spread to 14 states 
and two Canadian provinces and 
has wildlife biologists alarmed. 

The disease was discovered in 
a captive herd in Colorado more 
than three decades ago where it 
was contained in that small area 
for 30 years. Although no trace of 
the disease has been found do- 
mestic herds in Kentucky, the Fish 
and Wildlife Department blames 
deer farmers across the country 
for spreading the disease as they 
stepped up interstate transport in 
their efforts to grow their opera- 
tions and trophy animals. 

Newman said Fritz bought the 



three elk at an auction in Lima, 
Ohio, and brought them to Boone 
County. He said they remained on 
the livestock trailer until Sunday, 
when they were moved to a small 
pen which had been assembled 
from fence gate sections. 
Newman was joined by officers 
Chris Fossitt, Dennis Sharon and 
Dennis Davis and wildlife biolo- 
gists Brian Clark and Clay 
Smitson Tuesday in seizing the 
animals. 

All three elk were euthanized 
and taken to the University of 
Kentucky Diagnostic Laboratory 
for analysis. 

“We must protect our white- 
tailed deer and free-ranging elk 
herds from this disease,” said 
KDFWR Commissioner Dr. Jon 
Gassett. “Kentucky’s deer herd 
ranks in the country’s top three 
and we have the largest elk herd 
in the eastern United States. We 
simply cannot relax our vigilance 
now. 

“It takes only one slip - one 
infected animal slipping past us 
- and we will be looking at some 
serious and expensive problems,” 
he said.

has stressed highway safety as an 
essential function of the Trans- 
portation Cabinet, and we intend 
to do our part by keeping our 
roads as safe as possible for driv- 
ers during bad weather.” 

The hilly to mountainous ter- 
rain of the district can be espe- 
cially troublesome for motorists 
during winter weather, so Dis- 
trict 10 workers get an early start 
in making sure they are ready to 
quickly and efficiently clear 
roads once the snow starts flying. 

Priority routes for snow and 
ice removal have already been 
identified. Crew members are 
currently busy stocking snow- 
melting chemicals at various lo- 
cations throughout the district 
and checking equipment to make 
sure it will work properly when 
needed. District 10 personnel are 
also laying in an ample supply of 
the special cold- weather asphalt 
that will be required to patch pot- 
holes that develop as a result of 
freezing and thawing. 

Winter may occupy only three 
months on the calendar, but the 
mountains of eastern Kentucky 
can experience winter precipita- 
tion from November through 
April, so preparations are essen- 
tial to ensure that the state can 
plow and salt snow-covered 
roads to ensure the safety of the 
traveling public. In fact, snow 
was reported last week in some 
of the region’s highest eleva- 
tions. 

District 10 personnel have the 
responsibility for clearing more 
than 1,800 miles of state-main- 
tained highways in the counties 
of Breathitt, Estill, Lee, 
Magoffin, Menifee, Morgan, 
Owsley, Perry, Powell and 
Wolfe. This mileage includes the 
Bert T. Combs Mountain Park- 
way and the Hal Rogers Park- 
way, as well as other heavily 
traveled routes linking these 
counties together and to the rest 
of Kentucky.

Elder abuse 

What is elder financial abuse? 



Financial or material exploita- 
tion is defined as the illegal or 
improper use of an elder’s funds, 
property, or assets. Examples in- 
clude: cashing an elderly 

person’s checks without authori- 
zation or permission, forging an 
older person’s signature, misus- 
ing or stealing an older person’s 
money or possessions and coerc- 
ing or deceiving an older person 
into signing any document. 

Signs of financial or material 
exploitation include: 

• Sudden changes in bank ac- 
count or banking practice, includ- 
ing an unexplained withdrawal of 
large sums of money by a person 
accompanying the elder. 

• The inclusion of additional 
names on an elder’s bank signa- 
ture card. 

• Abrupt changes in a will or 
other financial documents. 

• Unexplained disappearance 
of funds or valuable possessions. 

• Substandard care being pro- 
vided or bills unpaid despite the 
availability of adequate financial 
resources. Discovery of an 
elder’s signature being forged for 
financial transactions or for the 



titles of his/her possessions. 

• Sudden appearance of pre- 
viously uninvolved relatives 
claiming their rights to an elder’s 
affairs and possessions. 

• Unexplained sudden transfer 
of assets to a family member or 
someone outside the family. 

• The provision of services 
that are not necessary.

Hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
will hit homeowners everywhere 
in the wallet this winter. The 
storms have caused real damage 
and disruption to the natural gas 
industry, adding to strains already 
caused by rising demand. Natu- 
ral gas prices are now at a record 
high, and the department of En- 
ergy states they will keep going 
up as the cold weather descends 
upon us. The “Energy Crisis” is 
back. 

How high will natural gas 
prices rise?

1. Have your duct system 
tested for air leaks.

3. Close your fireplace 
damper. Did you remember to 
close it last time you used the 
fireplace? Shut it now or waste 
precious warm air all winter 
long! 

4. Replace your furnace or 
heat pump air filter. Most sys- 
tems need this done every month 
to ensure safe and efficient op- 
eration. Keep forgetting to do it? 
Ask your contractor for informa- 
tion on an extended surface area 
whole house air filter that only 
needs to be replaced once a year. 
It also does a far better job of 
keeping your equipment and the 
air in your home clean.

USDA’s Natural Resource 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentive pro- 
gram (WHIP) signup. Landown- 
ers may apply for WHIP at any 
time however; applications re- 
ceived by December 1, 2005, will 
be evaluated and considered for 
the 2006 program year. Applica- 
tions received after that date will 
be held until the next evaluation 
period. 

WHIP provides land users an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat. The program allows up to 
75% cost- share assistance for eli- 
gible practices on land they own 
or control. The land user must 
devote at least 10 acres to eligible 
wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to restore and cre- 
ate early successional habitats. 
Planting native grasses for wild- 
life cover or for the dual purpose 
of grazing and wildlife cover are 
eligible prac5tices under 
Kentucky’s 2006 WHIP cost- 
share assistance. 

WHIP focuses on wildlife im- 
provements to improve cover, and 
food plots are not eligible in this 
program. Other eligible practices 
for cost-share assistance include 
old field regeneration; forest 
stand improvement; field border; 
tree and shrub plantings; wildlife 
watering holes; shallow water ar- 
eas; and fencing to exclude live- 
stock from streams, woodland, 
wetlands, and wildlife lands.

Do elders 
have rights? 

Certainly. Our elders have 
rights, even though they are of- 
ten treated as if they don’t. All 
adults have the right to make 
their own decisions, to be re- 
garded with patience and com- 
passion, to receive health care, 
medications, personal assistance 
and privacy, to socialize with 
whom and how they choose, and 
to make their own financial deci- 
sions, even if someone is assist- 
ing them with bill paying. 

At all stages of life people 
have responsibilities toward 
themselves and others. It us up 
to us to do the following: express 
our wishes to the important 
people in your life, ask for the 
assistance you require, show 
yourself the same respect and 
compassion that you show oth- 
ers, plan ahead when possible to 
ensure that your choices are al- 
ways honored and share your 
wisdom with those you care 
about. 

There is often a great reluc- 
tance and/or fear on the part of 
the elder to report abuse. Threats 
of placement in a nursing home 
or shame that a family member 
may be involved often to prevent 
the elder from seeking help. 
Therefore, sensitivity to these is- 
sues must guide those wishing to 
offer assistance in suspected 
abuse cases. 

The elder has the right to re- 
ceive protective services in the 
least restrictive environment pos- 
sible to achieve freedom, safety 
and the least disruption of life- 
style. 

The elder’s freedom to choose 
is a higher priority than the 
elder’s safety. If the elder has the 
mental capacity to choose, that 
choice may include living self- 
destructively, as long as the el- 
der commits no crimes and 
harms no one. 

The elder has the right to 
make decisions until he/she vol- 
untarily delegates responsibility 
to another or the court grants this 
responsibility to another when 
interests compete. 

The elder has the right to con- 
fidentiality. Information regard- 
ing the affairs of an older adult 
should only be shared between 
agencies as authorized by the el- 
der. Written consent forms are 
suggested. 

Anyone, including friends, 
neighbors, community workers, 
home health aides etc., who 
comes upon a situation of sus- 
pected abuse is encouraged to 
report their findings. Symptoms 
and conditions of suspected 
abuse should be defined clearly, 
specifically and objectively 
avoiding “feeling” words. 

Agency representatives need 
to keep detailed records of sus- 
pected abuse whether legal ac- 
tion is intended or not. Patterns 
and histories of clients may 
become crucial at a later date. 
If your professional status 
assumes a confidential relation- 
ship with the client, measures 
must be taken to protect that 
trust. 

Reporters of abuse must de- 
scribe statements made by others 
as accurately as possible; what 
actions were taken, by whom, 
where, etc. Information should 
also be included on how wit- 
nesses may be contacted. 

It may be necessary to photo- 
graph wounds or injuries, the 
condition of a room, a bed, etc. A 
hospital emergency room or the 
police department can be asked 
to photograph in emergency situ- 
ations. Cases where legal action 
is intended should have photo- 
graphs as evidence whenever 
possible. 

In politics, if you want any- 
thing said, ask a man — if you 
want anything done, ask a 
woman.

Financial or material exploi- 
tation is defined as the illegal or 
improper use of an elder’s funds, 
property, or assets. Examples in- 
clude: cashing an elderly 

person’s checks without authori- 
zation or permission, forging an 
older person’s signature, misus- 
ing or stealing an older person’s 
money or possessions and coerc- 
ing or deceiving an older person 
into signing any document. 

Signs of financial or material 
exploitation include: 

• Sudden changes in bank ac- 
count or banking practice, in- 
cluding an unexplained with- 
drawal of large sums of money 
by a person accompanying the 
elder. 

• The inclusion of additional 
names on an elder’s bank signa- 
ture card. 

• Abrupt changes in a will or 
other financial documents. 

• Unexplained disappearance 
of funds or valuable possessions. 

• Substandard care being pro- 
vided or bills unpaid despite the 
availability of adequate financial 
resources. Discovery of an 
elder’s signature being forged for

Hall was impressive for 
for Morgan County, but 
Walker steals the show

Donald “Sunshine” Walker ac- 
counted for 309 all-purpose yards 
and four touchdowns for Mercer 
County as the Scotties avenged last 
season’s playoff loss to the Cougars 
with a 48-28 victory in 
Harrodsburg. 

Walker dominated Morgan on 
both the offensive side of the ball 
and special teams, and it all came 
after the Cougars looked as if they 
would dominate Mercer. Fact is, the 
game had a fantastic beginning for 
Randy Wood’s team. With 5:44 re- 
maining in the first quarter, Alex 
Collins, who was playing for the 
first time in nearly two months, 
scored a touchdown on a one yard 
run to give his team the early 6-0 
lead. Morgan then added to the lead 
less than three minutes into the sec- 
ond quarter as Zeke Hall took it over 
the goal line from three yards out. 
A successful two point conversion 
run b y Devan Adkins made it a 14- 
0 game. The Scotties got a score 
back at the 5:44 mark when “Sun- 
shine” Walker broke free for a 50- 
yard scoring run. A failed extra point 
conversion kept the Morgan lead at 
14-6. 

But the Cougars answered a 
masterful drive to close the half as 
Zeke Hall scored his second touch- 
down with another three-yard scor- 
ing run. With only four seconds re- 
maining, the Cougars appeared in 
control with a 21-6 advantage. But 
what happened next changed the 
whole complexion of the game. On 
the ensuing kickoff, the Cougars 
elected to kick deep and walker 
made them pay. The Scotties’ star 
fielded the ball at his own 20, raced 
toward midfield and cut it back un- 
touched for an 80-yard touchdown 
run as sirens signaling the end of 
the half blared in the background. 
And although the Cougars still 
owned a 21-14 lead at the half, the 
entire momentum of the game sud- 
denly took a drastic shift. 

It didn’t take long for things to 
begin unraveling for Morgan 
County. Three minutes into the third 
quarter, a Zeke Hall fumble near 



midfield was recovered by Mercer 
linebacker Chris Lewis. Two plays 
later, Nathan Griffith found the end 
zone with a 42 yard scoring run. 
Morgan did manage to block 
Mercer’s extra point kick — holding 
the score at 21-20. But from there it 
was all Mercer County. After a Cou- 
gar punt, Mercer rolled up a 10 play 
drive which ended in a Nathan 
Griffith 10 yard TD run for a 26-20 
lead. Morgan’s Wes Montgomery 
turned away the Scotties’ two-point 
conversion attempt with a tackle on 
“Sunshine” Walker just short of the 
goal line. After Alex Collins 
fumbled the football on Morgan’s 
next possession, Griffith’s 18 yard 
run set the stage for Walker’s third 
touchdown of the game and a 33- 
21 Mercer lead. 

Morgan’s only offensive high- 
light of the second half came after 
a fumble recovery by John Robert 
Henderson. Zeke Hall scored his 
third touchdown of the evening on 
a 30-yard run to pull his team back 
within five, 33-28. But on the en- 



suing kickoff, “Sunshine” Walker 
pretty much dashed any hopes of a 
Cougar comeback. The Mercer 
County star ran back his second 
kickoff of the game for a touch- 
down, pushing the Scottie lead to 
12. With time now Morgan’s big- 
gest enemy, the Cougars were 
forced into a passing game. It didn’t 
work as Hall was intercepted near 
the Mercer sidelines by defensive 
back Aaron Bee.

For the first time in school his- 
tory, the Kentucky Wildcats enter 
a basketball season with three 
seven footers on their roster. Jun- 
iors Shagari Alleyne (7’ 3”) and 
Lukasz Obrzut (7’ 0”) and fresh- 
man Jared Carter (7’ 2”) combine 
to give the Cats nearly 21 and a 
half feet of “big man” at the cen- 
ter position. 

While Obrzut and Alleyne 
have been crowd favorites at Rupp 
Arena, their numbers haven’t ex- 
actly been impressive. They com- 
bined to average only four points 
and two rebounds a game last sea- 
son, logging about seventeen min- 
utes a contest.

Carter’s impressive stat line also 
included converting three of four 
field goal attempts, three blocked 
shots and no turnovers in 1 1 min- 
utes of action. Late in the second 
half when Kentucky Coach Tubby 
Smith reinserted four of his five 
starters back in the game, it was 
Carter, not original starter Obrzut, 
who found himself on the floor 
with Rondo, Sparks and company. 

“I was very impressed with 
Jared Carter,” Smith said after the 
game. “He was very active and 
knows how to play around the 
basket. He’s an intelligent player.” 

It’s obvious Carter has worked 
diligently to improve his game. I 
saw Carter play in high school, 
and I have to admit, I wasn’t 
overly impressed. Offensively and 
on the boards, he was decent at 
best, averaging around 16 points 
and 10 rebounds a game. About 
the only thing he excelled at was 
blocking shots — setting a new
